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From Mattapoisett to the Moon 

By Eric Tripoli 

On July 20, 1969, the entire world watched as 
American astronaut Neil Armstrong became the first 
human being to set foot on the surface of the moon. 
Through grainy video, over crackling audio. Earth stood 
silent as the realization that things would never be the 
same slowly sank into our collective consciousness. 

That night, Mattapoisett native and NASA 
engineer Milton Silveira sat in Mission Control in 
Houston, wondering if Armstrong and pilot Buzz Aldren 
would even touch down at all. 

"What Neil had indicated at the initial landing 
point was that it had a lot of rocks in it. He wanted to 
move the point a little further out,'' said Silveira. "This 
made him use a little more fuel than planned and people 
were concerned he was going to run out." 

In addition to the fuel problem, Aldren had been 
working the computer too hard and too fast, slowing 
down the processor. Before they landed, it was spouting 
out incorrect information. 

"Buzz was hitting the guidance computer for 
solutions. He was doing it too frequently and they had an 
overload on the computer. They landed even though they 
were getting errors from the guidance computer." 

Despite the glitches, history was made and 
another chapter of the space race closed. 

Even today, Silveira, who lives in Virginia, stands 
in disbelief at their success. 

"We were sitting there in Mission Control 
listening to the guys who were talking. These guys are 
talking from the vicinity of the moon. It was hard to 
believe. It was hard to believe that this is what we were 
doing. You just couldn't believe it was going successfully,'' 
he said. 

Silveira' s involvement with the space program 
goes back further than the name NASA.

After graduating from Fairhaven High School in 
1947, he attended the University of Vermont, where he 
received an engineering degree. 

"I graduated on a Friday and on Monday, I 
started working for the National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics [NACA], which became NASA in 1958 after 
the Russians flew their satellite in '57," he said. 

Silveira worked for NASA for almost 40 years, 
save for his time spent fighting in Korea as a member of 
the U.S. Army, where he also learned to be a pilot. 

"I worked on every manned space mission from 
the Mercury program up to the space shuttle," he said. 

That included missions that never came to 
fruition. In the late 1950s, Silveira was part of a group of 
engineers who designed a manned flight to Mars. 

"We were going to fly to Mars, land, send a little 
vehicle down to the surface, return to the manned vehicle, 
and bring it back to Earth." 

That plan was put on the back burner once the 
Russians successfully launched and orbited their Sputnik 
satellite in 1957. 

"Once the Russians did that, we knew we had to 
do something, so our answer was Mercury," Silveira said. 

He joined the Mercury project in 1962, a year after 
President John F. Kennedy challenged the United States to 
put a man on the moon by the end of the decade. 

"A lot of us said, 'This guy's crazy. We don't have 
the capability to it by then.'"

while the Russians managed to put cosmonaut 
Yuri Gagarin in orbit before the Americans, the one-man 
Mercury missions successfully flew Alan Shepard and 
John Glenn in 1961 and 1962, respectively 

When the Mercury program w^as concluded, the 
focus was then turned to the moon. The engineers split 
into two groups, one working on the Gemini project, the 
other creating NASA's Apollo program. Gemini would 
use two crew members, while Apollo would use three. 
Silveira worked on both. 

''Most of the responsibilities I had were looking 
at the escape systems on the vehicles, like the ejection 
systems used on the Titan vehicle for the Gemini 
program," he said. 

By 1966, he had switched to the Apollo team. 

"The escape system design was ahead of most of 
the program and as that finished, we moved on to other 
places where we did system engineering for the whole 
vehicle." 

The Apollo program was one of the most 
successful projects NASA had implemented. While 
landing on the moon remains the high watermark for 
Apollo, the program set many records, including first 
sending astronauts beyond low-Earth orbit. Apollo 8 was 
also the first manned spacecraft to orbit an extra-celestial 
body when it flew around the moon in 1968. 

Silveira played a major role during all of those 
missions. 

"Up until Apollo 12, 1 would be the lead on 
an engineering team that was back-up to the flight 
controllers on Mission Control. We had the engineers that 
had designed and built the hardware under me during 
the mission. Being the senior through three groups, I 
always took the shift that had most of the activity during 
that time period," he said.

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Apollo astronauts would successfully land on the 
moon six times. 

The seventh mission to the moon, however, was 
Apollo 13, which suffered an oxygen tank explosion, 
compromising their ability to land and leaving the world 
wondering if NASA was going to get the men back safely 

Silveira took a more muted role during the 
inception of Apollo 13, but once the nature of the 
emergency became apparent, NASA called in everybody 
they could to help save the lives of the astronauts. 

"It was interesting because just prior to that, I got 
concerned the crew was using a simulator at the Cape for 
doing emergency procedures and the simulator wasn't 
built to do that," he said.

Silveira worked with astronaut Ken Mattingley 
to run through emergency procedures. Mattingley was 
part of the original Apollo 13 flight crew, but a diagnosis 
of measles grounded him at the last minute. He was 
replaced by Jack Swigert. 

"It was kind of lucky because Swigert knew the 
emergency procedures better than anyone else in the 
program/' said Silveira. 

While the men of Apollo 13 never landed on the 
moon, all three were brought home safely. 

Now retired, Silveira still keeps in touch with a lot 
of his friends at NASA. Three of his four children went on 
to become engineers and his daughter serves a manager 
of the Space Center in Houston. His oldest son also works 
with NASA via an independent contractor. 

Though his days working for NASA have long 
passed, Silveira is still up-to-date on current missions, 
including the Mars rover. Curiosity 

"Do we have a preview of Earth in the future? 
That's what they're trying to find out." 

At 83, Silveira hasn't lost sight of what today's 
advances could mean for tomorrow's scientists. 

"Every day you read about some discovery, like 
they found a planet that was around a star and the planet 
is mainly diamond. Now we've found 300 other planets 
that could sustain life on them. I guess the other day they 
found a planet that was free of any star. It's just floating 
out there by itself. Almost every day I wonder. I've got 
one great-grandson and I think of what he might be able 
to see over his lifetime. When my mother was born, man 
couldn't fly. Yet before she died, she could fly back to 
Texas at 500 mph to see her grandchildren. Try to figure 
out what's going to go on a couple more generations later. 
What are these kids going to see happen in their lifetimes? 
It's going to be interesting."

'T made the right decision in a difficult situation," 
Jensen said of the initial incident which led to her 
bullying. 'Tt was really difficult to deal with.'' 

Still, even through her darkest moments, Jensen 
found a safe haven in her music. 

'1 stuck to music like glue," she said. 'T used it as 
my way out even though people were trying to rip it out 
of my life. I know music has literally saved my life in so

Jensen, who was a member of the four-member 
pop group The Varsity Girls, is possibly most well known 
for her audition on FOX's "The X Factor" where she 
sang an emotionally charged rendition of Jessie J's song 
"Who You Are." Her performance evoked tears from the 
audience and a newfound awareness for bullying. 

"When I finally had the chance to sing on national 
television and stand in front of the judges, I wanted to 
make sure it was known that for anyone who is going 
through bullying that there is a way out," she said. 
"Honestly, it's still crazy to even think about. I didn't 
picture it being as impacting as it was. It's absolutely 
unreal." 

After wowing America during her audition, 
Jensen spent several weeks on "The X Factor" before she 
was sent home prior to the live shows starting. Despite 
the elimination, she has been keeping extremely busy 
both with her music and with her anti-bullying campaign. 

"None of what happened to me was fair, but now 
I have the opportunity because of the negative experience 
to turn it into something positive," said Jensen. "This is 
something to be thankful for and something I'm proud 
of. I think anyone can let a negative experience overcome 
them, but I refuse to let that happen to me." 

On Friday, November 30, the day after attending 
the Stand Up conference, Jensen's new music video 
"Perfect Harmony" will debut on YouTube. Then on 
Sunday, December 2, she will be performing and speaking 
at the Boston Music Awards in front of some of the 
industry's most important people. 

The once bullied girl now stands on stage as a 
courageous woman. 

"When I was being bullied, I felt weak like the 
caterpillar," Jensen said. "Now I feel like the butterfly.

estimated that the town has spent $58,000 for research 
into the air quality and no money has been spent yet 
for remediation. Water is still seeping into the basement 
through cracks in the building.

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the hack? 
I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in 
a rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play, they lean over the edge too far 
or are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

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over the amount of money that has already been spent 
for this project with very httle result. As a result, they 
were hesitant to spend money for a project that could be 
pointless if a complete Town House renovation is not on 
the horizon. 

Still, the Finance Committee recommended 
voting in favor of the article in order to make the Town 
House habitable. The process for the Town House 
renovations could take two to five years to complete. In 
the meantime, the mold problem can be fixed in the 
basement. 

The article passed with less than five oppositions. 
Here is a recap of the other four articles that passed 
unanimously at the meeting: 

• Article 1: To see if the town will appropriate 
$84,300 for Fiscal Year 2013 for the Community 
Preservation Committee to meet the requirements of 
the Community Preservation Act. The money would 
be designated for projects dealing with Open Space, 
Community Housing and Historic Resources. 

• Article 2: To see if the town will appropriate 
$30,000 for the Buzzards Bay Area Habitat for Humanity 
for the single-family affordable house that will be 
constructed at 185 Wareham Street in Marion. $10,000 
would be transferred from the Open Space Committee, 
Community Housing and other annual revenues. The 
house will be approximately 1,100 square feet in size on a 
22,000 square foot lot with three bedrooms, one bathroom 
and will be environmentally friendly. 

• Article 3: To change the date of the Annual 
Town Meeting to the second Monday in May instead 
of the third Monday in order to a void conflict with 
Memorial Day weekend. 

• Article 4: To amend the town's bylaws 
from completely prohibiting alcohol on town-owned 
beaches. Under the new bylaw, residents who apply for 
and are granted one-day liquor licenses from the Board 
of Selectmen will be able to drink alcohol on town-owned 
beaches. Residents must go through an application 
process through the Board of Selectmen to be able to 
receive the license.

Quittacas Solar Array Closer to Approval 

Rochester Planning Board 
By Eric Tripoli 

The site plan review for the proposed solar panel 
array at Little Quittacas Pond took center stage at Tuesday 
night's meeting of the Rochester Planning Board. The 
Board had requested an independent assessment of the 
plan, which was conducted by Field Engineering. 

TRC Engineering, which has proposed the solar 
array responded to the findings on Field's report. 

"There were two places where we have not 
provided full resolution to what Field had to say," said 
Sam Moffett on behalf of TRC Engineering. 

Moffett said that TRC was hesitant to agree to 
take out a bond for the planting and maintenance of the 
trees that would be planted along the proposed berm 
that would border a nearby neighborhood. They also 
questioned the need to replant vegetation within a year of 
the construction of the array. 

"If you don't want to put up a bond, you have to 
guarantee us something that would provide us a safety

net on that," said Planning Board Chairman Arnold 
Johnson. 

Jay Myrto of RGS Engineering had suggested 
he supply the Planning Board with the contract drawn 
up between TRC and their landscape engineer rather 
than put up a bond. They would prefer a two-year 
maintenance warranty over a bond. 

Planning Board member Gary Florindo was 
concerned that, if the land or lease changed hands, the 
new owners would be responsible for maintaining the 
vegetation. 

"Whoever owns it and over time decides to sell 
that land with the lease, [site maintenance] goes to them," 
he said. 

Planning Board member Susan Teal said that she 
felt there should be a minimum amount of maintenance 
for the planted vegetation so that natural flora would be 
encouraged to prosper 

"I think it's burdensome on the proponents to 
maintain these trees in perpetuity. Before you know it, 
weTl be telling them where to plant them, what color they 
should be. The landscaping plan, as far as Fm concerned, 
is 'do nothing,'" said Teal. "They need to be pruned, but 
they need to be let to live to provide the aesthetic and 
features that the abutters and those who drive down the 
street are looking for After that, just let it grow." 

John DeMaggio of the Planning Board said that 
he felt that while it may not be necessary to actively trim

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the planted trees, he would like whoever is in charge of 
maintaining the site to file an annual maintenance report. 

''We just have to know that someone is checking 
on it/' DeMaggio said. 

The question of responsibility for the site has 
been a point of contention since the project was originally 
proposed. 

The land is owned by the City of New Bedford, 
but is being leased to ConEdison Solutions for use of the 
array, which is being designed by TRC but constructed by 
Real Goods Solar.

approval. 

"How do we know that they agree with these 
conditions?'' he said. 

"This is unique. The City of New Bedford is the 
landowner, but once the project is completed, it'll be a 
different entity who runs it," said Town Administrator 
John Charbonneau. 

"Usually we have the owner present or a letter or 
affidavit," said Johnson. 

"I think this could be easily settled. Fm sure we 
could get that letter or talk to ConEd," said Myrto. 

"In order to get this thing finalized, we need to 
get this covered," Johnson said. 

The conversation then shifted to the specifics of 
the proposed working hours laid out in the plan. 

"What we are proposing are that the work hours 
for construction of the project be limited between the 
hours of 7:00 am and 6:00 pm Mondays through Fridays 
and 8:00 am to 5:00 pm on Saturdays," said Moffett. 

There are no plans to work on Sundays during 
the construction. The engineers estimate that the project 
could take up to nine months to complete, with three 
months dedicated to clearing and grading, and six months 
for laying and wiring the panels. 

Teal was worried that there would be work being 
done in the dark during the later afternoon hours, but 
Myrto said that they would not be working in the dark 
nor would they bring in lights to illuminate construction.

Privilege Sticker System Under Review 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectman 
By Katy Fitzpatrick 

Police Chief Mary Lyons and Treasurer Brenda 
Herbeck met with the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen to 
discuss possible alternatives to privilege stickers in town. 
The discussion was held at the Board's regular meeting on 
Tuesday, November 27. 

Presently residents pay separately for two stickers 
for use of the public beach, shellfishing and for use of the 
landfill. Lyons said there is confusion with the stickers 
because residents oftentimes forget to put their stickers on 
their cars or they fall off from poor adhesion. The stickers 
are creating confusion for the town; primarily, the police

department is responsible for ticketing for illegal parking. 

Lyons and Herbeck met with members of several 
other committees in tow^n to discuss potential remedies 
to the problem. The committee met four times and 
concluded the eliminating the sticker process altogether 
w^ould be the best alternative. Under the new proposal, 
the stickers would be replaced with plastic placards that 
would hang on the rearview mirrors of each vehicle. 
Residents would be able to purchase the placards online. 

"It's not too big that it's going to obstruct 
anyone's view and we feel this eliminates any confusion 
as to where the stickers need to go on the car," said Lyons. 

The hanging placard would be laid for both beach 
and landfill purposes. However, residents would not be

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able to purchase the stickers separately. To purchase a 
placard, the cost would be $30, as compared to the $35 
combination sticker that exists under the current system. 
The Board did not approve of the idea of only having a 
package deal for the beach and landfill and not having 
separate options. 

"I'm not sure I'm prepared to endorse forcing 
people to pay for something they don't need," said 
Selectman Paul Silva. 

"It really is not fair," said Selectman Tyler 
Macallister. "I think just doing it might be a little abrupt." 

Both Lyons and Herbeck agreed to take the 
Board's feedback into consideration and brainstorm some 
amendments to their plan. They will re-present the idea at 
the Board's next meeting in two weeks. 

"This is still a work in progress," said Lyons. 

In other news. Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne proposed a new pilot program for street lighting 
along Route 6. As it stands, the 368 street lamps in 
Mattapoisett use high pressure sodium lights for 
electricity, costing the town nearly $3,000 each month 
in electricity. Gagne proposed approaching NSTAR to 
see if they could replace the light bulbs on Route 6 with 
LED lights on a trial basis. 34 lamps would utilize the 
LED lights. The town would qualify for a rebate program 
which would help pay for the conversion. 

Gagne said that the difference between the two 
bulb types is significant, and that the LED lights produce 
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Grand Opening at 
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less of a glare than the high sodium bulbs. Furthermore, 
LED lights can last up to 50,000 hours per bulb. 

"I think it would be a big improvement to safety,'' 
said Gagne. 

The Board agreed to allow Gagne to approach 
NSTAR to discuss the pilot program. 

The Board voted in favor of allowing a charity 
Polar Plunge to take place on New Year's Day. The plunge 
will serve as a fundraiser to raise money for local families 
who are currently battling cancer. The plunge would be 
held at Town Beach. Will Huggins, a Mattapoisett resident 
who is currently battling cancer, wrote a letter to the 
Board proposing the idea. 

'T think it's a great idea and a great cause," said

Clean Up at Park Place Lot 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Eric Tripoli 

The Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
voted in favor of a Request for Determination of 
Applicability for a project that would clean up an empty 
lot at Park Place. The renovation to the lot would serve as 
a precursor to a larger project down the road that would 
include the construction of a new home. 

"Currently, we have a vacant lot which has a nice 
dwelling to the left and right of it. This lot was cleared 
when the development was constructed but nothing got 
built there, so there's a lot of brush and debris that they 
want to clean up," said engineer Al Ewing on behalf of 
Eric Smith, who filed the RDA. 

Most of the work will take place outside of the 
wetland buffer zone. 

The project was part of a larger but unfinished 
plan that came before the Commission in 2003. 
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"I just wanted to make sure that grubbing the lot 
doesn't include the removal of loam/' said Commissioner 
Bob Rogers. "That would be my only thing — making 
sure none of that material is removed/' 

The Commission voted in favor of the plan on the 
condition that no soils would be removed from the site. 

Next, the Commission heard from engineer 
Michael Kosta on behalf of Michael and Suzanne Clancy 
of 5 Woodbine Road. The applicants have filed an RDA to 
raze the single-family dwelling currently on the property 
and replace it with a new structure. 

The new house would be built on the same 
footprint as the existing home. 

Kosta said that part of the lot is located in a Zone 
X flood area and the odds are slim that the new home 
would experience flooding problems in the event of a 
storm. He cited the longstanding success of exiting homes 
in the neighborhood and the lack of flood damage accrued 
over the years. 

"Around the lot are developed lots from previous 
years. There's a tennis court to the south. There are no 
resource areas within 100 feet of the lot," Kosta said. 

The Commission voted in favor of the plan, 
adding no special conditions. 

The Commission then heard from Paul O'Hara of 
11 Beach Street. O'Hara filed an RDA to construct a large 
addition off the rear of the dwelling, using sonotubes as 
footings. 
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"The project is to construct a 14-foot wide 
addition on the back of this cottage. There will be eight 
sonotube footings. No grading changes will be made/' 
said engineer Christian McCulloch. 

None of the Commissioners had any reservations 
over the plan, which must still be reviewed by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

Abutter Maryann Hickey who lives next door, 
was concerned about water run-off, but since no changes 
to the grading would be made, McCulloch said there 
wouldn't be an issue. 

The Commission voted in favor of the plan 
unanimously and attached no special conditions to the 
RDA. 

The Commissioners then held a continued 
hearing for William Macropoulos, who has been seeking 
an "after-the-fact" approval for a stonewall structure he 
constructed on his property 12 Howard Beach Road. 

At the November 14 meeting, the Conservation 
Commission voiced their concern over the wall because 
it was built without being permitted and lacked a design 
from a professional engineer. 

Macropoulos at the time said he was not aware 
that he needed to apply for permits before building the 
wall. Newton said he was not confident the wall would 
stand up to another storm like Sandy and should be 
removed. The hearing was continued because it did not 
have a DEP file number. 

Building Commissioner Andy Bobola said that 
since last meeting, Macropoulos had removed the stone 
and mortar associated with the wall and returned the 
grading as it was before he built the wall. 

"I suggested Mr. Macropoulos move to withdraw 
without prejudice," Bobola said. 

Commissioner Ken Dawicki pointed out that the 
removal of the wall, while preferred, was problematic 
because Macropoulos removed it without giving proper 
notice. 

"What we should do is tie it into his Notice of 
Intent or else it becomes another after-the-fact thing," 
Dawicki said. 

Chairman Newton suggested Macropoulos 
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holding out a bit long to let conservation agent Elizabeth 
Leidhold more time to review the case so she can offer 
him a revised plan on how to best build a wall on that 
location. The hearing was continued until the meeting on 
December 10. 

In other business, the Commission was to hold a 
public hearing for James McGrath of 38 Ocean Drive, but 
the applicant requested a continuance in writing previous 
to the meeting. The Commission also voted to continue a 
hearing for David Nicolosi of Fairhaven Road per request 
of the applicant.

and miles of vineyards going up the 
sides as far as the eye can see. 

Our trip started in Merzig, 
Germany where we met our barge, the 
Allure. We were introduced to Martine, 
our Captain, Ana, our cook, Jessica, 
a captain in training and Tomas, our 
guide. 

16 of us boarded and were 
assigned our rooms and bicycles. The 
rooms were small with three portholes. 
Everything was tiny; tiny towel rack, 
tiny closet, tiny shower stall and just 
enough room under the bed for our 
luggage, a collapsible duffle bag, which 
we were told to bring. 

No one minded the small 
rooms because we were seldom in 
them. We were bicycling all day, 
sightseeing, eating outside, and enjoying 
each other's company and German 
hospitality. 

Each day started with a 
splendid breakfast in the dining room, 
which held six picnic-type tables with 
benches. Croissants, fresh bread, eggs, 
sausage, ham, cereal, yogurt, granola 
and plenty of great coffee and tea. After 
breakfast, we each made our sandwich 
for lunch. A variety of breads, including 
dark German bread, were offered along 
with a variety of meats, cheeses, lettuce 
and tomatoes. A juice box, water bottle, piece of fruit and small candy bar were packed in each sack. 

At 9:00 am sharp, we rolled away from the barge off on the day's adventure. In the course of the seven-day 
trip, we hiked from Merzig to Koblenz, visiting multiple castles, vineyards, waterfalls, museums, Roman ruins, 
churches and many lovely small villages with beautiful timber-framed houses. 

Our guide, Tomas, would pull into a small cafe or bistro around 10:30 am for 'happy hour,' which meant 
coffee and apple strudel for the special price of three euros ($3.75). A couple of hours later, he would choose a 
beautiful spot where we would stop, stroll around town and eat lunch. 

A couple of hours later, we'd stop for coffee or 'eins klein bier' (a small beer) and a snack. Between 4:00 and 
6:00 pm, we'd roll into a town and see our barge. We'd arrive, wash up and enjoy social hour and a fabulous dinner. 
After dinner, Tomas would take us on a 'digestive walk' around the town. 

All in all, it was one of the most pleasant trips I've taken. We recently had a 'German Reunion' at a friend's 
house. We watched slide shows of everyone's photos on a large TV. Each of us brought food and we enjoyed weiner 
schnitzel, zwiebelkuchen (egg & onion pie), apple strudel, chocolate cake and some Mosel wine and beer. As we 
departed, we talked about another trip, possibly in Canada, for 2013.
